‘Store wars’ inspire a

A SONGWRITER whose new album 
was inspired by Oswestry’s super¬ 
market store wars will make a debut 
performance of his work at an 
evening of film, words and music 
tomorrow night.

Speaking about his new project, 
Neil said that it was partly inspired by 
the efforts of local action groups to 
protect Oswestry town centre from 
what they believe is unnecessary out- 
of-town retail development. 

Despite strong opposition, plan¬ 
ning for a supermarket and related 
commercial development on the 
town’s Smithfield cattle market was 
granted earlier this year. 

Neil, an IT technician, said: “There 
is huge concern about how supermar¬ 
kets are taking over towns and the 
work reflects that. 

“It is not anti-supermarket as such. 

“I use them, we all use them. But it 
asks whether we can find a different 
way to ensure town centres and small 
traders are protected.” 

With the call to support local 
traders a strong theme running 
through the songs, production of the 
CD features local talent and skills.

OSYTEERS, Oswestry’s new volunteering group, wants to 
help protect the town’s vulnerable people from scam callers 
and chain letters. 

Osyteers are a growing group of people who care about the Oswestry 
community and are the “helping hands” for the elderly and the vulner¬ 
able in the town. 

And after their leader was himself targeted by bogus callers, the group has sent 
out an appeal for details of any incidents suffered or witnessed by residents of 
Oswestry and surrounding villages. 

Mike Lade, the leader said: “We Eire concerned about widespread incidents of 
people receiving bogus chain letters and telephone calls and we are here to help 


people deal with sometimes embarrass¬ 
ing situations. 

“We know there is a nationwide prob¬ 
lem but Eire not sure how serious the sit¬ 
uation is in Oswestry. 

“What I do know is that I have been a 
tEirget myself, with a caller claiming to 
have detected problems with my com¬ 
puter and asking for access to solve the 
issue for me. 

“Allowing them access could have 
been pEirticularly damaging and people 
need to be aware that these ceiIIs are not 
genuine. 

“The elderly are vulnerable to this 
type of cold calling and the outcome can 
be devastating,” he said. 

“We want to help them and Eilso raise 
awareness so that more people in our 
area do not fall victims.” 

Mr Lade said people sending begging 
letters, scEim msul and making bogus 
investment and computer problem 
phone calls were preying on the vulner¬ 
able and elderly. 

He SEud Osyteers were there to help 
and would provide any support or 
advice needed to protect the people of 
Oswestry from the scEims. 

“We want to know how big the prob¬ 
lem is in the area and encourage people 
to call us on 08454 638 486 as soon as 
they think they have received anything 
suspicious. 

“We Eire here to help.” 

Mr Lade said he wanted to discuss 
the matter with the local police. 

Earlier this yeEir police in Shropshire

urged people not to send off money or 
cheques in response to letters saying 
they have won big cash prizes . 

This followed an incident when a 
woman in her nineties was conned into 
sending two cheques totalling £4,200 
after being told she had won more than 
£200,000 on a prize draw. 

“The bottom line is, if you receive 
correspondence in the post or by email 
saying you have won a lEirge sum of 
money or some other prize in a rEiffle, 
it’s likely to be a scam,” said a spokes¬ 
man.. 

“And if you are asked to forward cash 
to enable you to receive your ‘prize’, the 
alarm bells should be ringing. 

“Under no circumstEmces should you 
forward money to receive a prize. ” 

Osyteers aim to support vulnerable 
members of the community, with an 
emphasis on those not already provi¬ 
sioned for by existing organisations. 

The group networks with other 
organisations and chEirities to ensure 
that “service users” are pointed to 
those charities if appropriate and to 
work with local businesses to release 
stEiff for community work with Osy¬ 
teers. 

“We aim to improve our environ¬ 
ment, promote a positive community 
spirit and good citizenship and to pro¬ 
vide a social outlet for all volunteers,” 
said Mr Lade. 


Demolition begins at Maesbrook murders house 


THE HOUSE where an Oswestry 
man murdered his wife and 
teenage daughter three yeEirs ago 
was being demolished this week. 

Heavy earthmoving machines 
were on the site of the former 
home of Christopher and Jill Fos¬ 
ter and their 15-year-old daughter 
Kirstie near Maesbrook. 

Workers have been demolishing 


the remains of the burnt out home, 
hidden from view behind trees. 

In August 2008 50 year old busi¬ 
nessman, Foster killed his wife and 
daughter in their home then set 
fire to the house and outbuildings. 
He died in the blaze. 

The murders shocked the 
county. The family had attended a 
friend’s barbecue that weekend 


Emd there had been no hint that 
Emything was wrong. 

It later emerged that Foster had 
faced huge debts and the HSBC 
took over the remains of the house 
and land. 

In 2009 receivers appointed by 
the bank were granted planning 
permission to demolish the 
remains of the house and build a 


home on a different site in the 
grounds. 

The plans included a three 
storey house, stable outbuildings 
and groom’s quEirters. 

Details of the planning applica¬ 
tion said the house, which will be 
built on the original front lawn, 
will have six bedrooms as well as 
several reception rooms. 


Since the murders, the site has 
been sealed off for sEifety reasons 
but recently pictures of the ruins 
appeEired on the internet tEiken by 
people trespassing in the grounds. 

The bank had offered to put a 
memoriEil gEirden in the grounds 
which the family would have 
access to but they declined the 
offer. 


Car park 
retail plan 
set to be 
revisited 

PLANS FOR a new shop¬ 
ping development on 
Welshpool’s Church 
Street Car Park are to be 
re-submitted by the 
developers following 
objections. 

Last month, Welshpool 
Town Council voted to 
oppose initial plans sub¬ 
mitted by J Ross Devel¬ 
opments for three 
national retail units on 
the car park. 

But despite councillors 
voicing concerns about 
the development impact 
on town centre trade, the 
message was sent back to 
the developers that a 
“more favourable con¬ 
sideration will be given 
to a scheme which 
includes a coach station 
and extra car parking.” 

Consulting 

The developers say 
they are discussing 
detail with the Town 
Council and Powys 
Council planners. 

“We are consulting 
with councillors and 
planners in order to re¬ 
visit the scheme to see 
how we can incorporate 
consultation responses,” 
said Nick Scott, chief 
executive of J Ross 
Developments. 

“This is an important 
project as it connects the 
Tesco supermarket with 
the town centre which 
will help to generate a 
vital and vibrant town 
economy. 

“We have been listen¬ 
ing to comments from 
key local stakeholders, 
such as the Town Council 
and local authority and 
intend to consult on the 
proposed amendments 
before further informa¬ 
tion is submitted.”

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Locals welcome news 
of play park’s upgrade

OSWESTRY PEOPLE have welcomed plans 
to spend £50,000 to improve the playground 
at the town’s showpiece public park, with one 
parent describing the current facilities as 
“quite rubbish”. 

The town council, which is responsible for Cae Glas Park, 
has admitted the play facilities are of a poor standard, par¬ 
ticularly for the size of a town like Oswestry. 

Councillors have agreed to spend nearly £50,000 on 
improving the playground. 

The cash will come from Section 106 planning agree¬ 
ments and from the Every Child A Talker programme, 
which encourages children’s learning through play. 

Oswestry residents said it was about time something was 
done to improve play opportunities at the park. 

Mother-of-two Bridget Thomas, from Park Hall, said the 
park was in need of upgrade. 

She said: “There are swings and a slide but to be honest 
the facilities are quite rubbish. 

“There is not much here for the children. I think they 
should have things like zip wires which they have at other 
playgrounds in the area. 

“They also need to look at putting something in for the 
older ones because there is nothing here for them,” 

Ashley Jones from Oswestry said his three-year-old son 
Oscar visited the park nearly every week but soon got bored. 

He said; “He goes nuts when he can’t get on the swings 
because other kids are on them. He soon just goes off and 
gets bored. 

“The definitely need to improve things. All he can go on 
is the swings if they are free, and the slide which is not 
much. There is so much space in the playground itself for 
other equipment. It is time something was done.” 

Oswestry mum Jessica Sudlow said: “The kids get bored 
because there are so few 
things to do. The park is so 
big. They should definitely 
expand it and make things 
better because children 
want to play outside in the 
parks.” 

Luke Smith, from Oswes¬ 
try, said the playground had 
needed improvement for 
years. The 22-year-old said: 
“I remember when we used 
to play here. It had a big spi¬ 
der climbing frame and it 
was great. 

“It is a shame because it is 
a great park but the play¬ 
ground is just not good 
enough.” 

Charlotte Barnes, 22, of 
Oswestry said: “The play¬ 
ground is not up to much. 

“There is a playground at 
the Quarry Park in Shrews¬ 
bury, and that is so much 
better.” 

And Oswestry grandad 
Brian Hamlington said: “It 
is nice to have it but it needs 
improvements. ”

Re-brand 
for fake 
designer 
goods 

COUNTERFEIT GOODS 
worth more than £100,000, 
which were seized by trading 
standards bosses in Powys, 
have been rebranded and 
given to charity. 

Powys County Council 
said clothes, CDs and other 
goods have been handed out 
to two organisations in order 
to help raise money for good 
causes. 

The His Church charity 
handed over the clothes, 
seized by the council’s trad¬ 
ing standards team, to Kalei¬ 
doscope and Gwalia Care 
earlier this month. 

The Bedfordshire-based 
charity removed the logos 
from the fake or illegally- 
labelled clothing and the 
items were rebranded with a 
genuine His Church label. 

The goods were then 
handed out to the two Powys 
charities. 

Trading standards offi¬ 
cers often seize large quanti¬ 
ties of fake goods at retail 
premises, markets, car boots 
and even households, and 
after defendants are prose¬ 
cuted, the goods must be dis¬ 
posed of securely. 

On the same day, the ser¬ 
vice handed over 4,000 coun¬ 
terfeit items to the charity 
including CDs, clothing, 
boots, memory sticks and 
other goods, which would 
command a retail value of 
over £100,000 if sold. 

Councillor Geraint Hop¬ 
kins, cabinet member for 
environment and regula¬ 
tion, said: “Traders of fake 
merchandise make money 
out of someone else’s work. 

“Getting these goods off 
the streets of Powys is an 
important role of our trad¬ 
ing standards service.”

Private firm offering to 
look after festive lights

COUNCILLORS have backed plans to hire 
a private firm to run Oswestry’s town cen¬ 
tre Christmas decorations. 

The festive decorations pull in hundreds of Christmas 
shoppers every year and the lights display have become 
an important part of the town’s celebrations. 

But town council is now solely responsible for the 
attractions after it took over the management of the 
lights from Shropshire Council in April. 

And the council’s own equipment is dated and there 
is now a problem on where to store it. 

Councillors were told at a meeting that talks had been 
held with a Christmas lighting company. 

The meeting was told the firm could provide a pack¬ 
age for Christmas lighting, which included testing of 
various anchors, checking existing equipment, putting 
up, dismantling, and maintenance during the lighting 
period, together with storage. 

Town clerk David Preston suggested a task and finish 
group should be set up to meet with the company to see 
if the plan could be taken forward. 

He told councillors: “I know this is something a num¬ 
ber of town councils are looking at. We have given them 
two budget prices for them to consider and come back to 
us.” 

Councillors agreed to setting up group to look at the 
suggestion. They also backed plans to have a larger 
Christmas tree on the Bailey Head, despite safety con¬ 
cerns from some councillors. 

A report said investigations had been made on the 
excavation of a chamber into the ground to hold a tree. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said he was concerned 
that if the tree was too big, it could pose a safety prob¬ 
lem. 

He said: “We have had some very high winds this 
year. I was startled by how many large plant pots had 
been blown over in my own garden.” 

Councillor Betty Gull said the tree had to be a rea¬ 
sonable size. She said: “The tree there last year was 
really too small.” 

Councillors were reassured that the chamber would 
be dug into the ground as far as possible to ensure the 
Christmas tree was stable.

VOLUNTEER WARDENS 
are needed to help protect 
beauty spots in the Oswes¬ 
try area. 

Wardens are wanted for nature 
reserves, willing to be extra pairs of 
eyes and ears to ensure their spe¬ 
cial habitats, flora and fauna are 
protected. 

Shropshire Wildlife Trust is 
looking for new wardens for its 
reserves at Llanymynech Rocks 
and Nant Mawr, near Oswestry. 

People interested in helping 
should live within five miles of one 
of the reserves and contact the 
trust’s Diane Monether for more 
details. 

The areas are all diverse and 
some of the most beautiful areas in 
Shropshire. 

The ancient quarries at 
Llanymynech cover an area that 
spans the county border with 
Montgomeryshire and was desig¬ 
nated a nature reserve more than 
30 years ago. 

Much of it is woodland but it also 
includes short grassland where bee 
and pyramidal orchids grow as well 
as rock roses, wild thyme, marjo¬ 
ram and basil. 

“New glades are now being 
opened up and small-scale felling 
carried out to open up a corridor of 
light for butterflies in the hope that 
the rare pearl-bordered fritillary 
may spread from its stronghold on 
the Welsh side of the reserve onto 
the Shropshire side,” said trust 
spokesman Sarah Gibson. 

A distinct feature at 
Llanymynech is also its flock of 
Hebridean sheep, introduced into 
the area last year to help keep down 
the vegetation, making it even 
more attractive to butterflies. 

“We started with a flock of 10 


sheep last year but have increased 
recently, almost doubling their 
number, because they have been so 
successful,” said Ms Gibson. 

Hebridean sheep are also a fea¬ 
ture of one of the most distinctive 
tors along the Stiperstones ridge 
that is also in need of a warden. 

Nipstone reserve has the sheep 
to gobble up seedling trees that 
sprout on the bare ground where a 
former conifer plantation was 
felled in 2001. 

The reserve is being managed to 
become heathland again with 
heather and bilberry where sky¬ 
larks, stonechats and meadow pip¬ 
its nest and lichens and miniature 
corals can be found. 

Ms Gibson said: “Wardens act as 
the trust’s eyes and ears, regularly 
visiting the nature reserves and 
letting us know of any problems 
that need our attention. 

“No specialist knowledge is 
needed, just an appreciation of the 
reserve as a special place.”

WORK IS due to begin on a 
community garden behind 
Oswestry’s Cabin Lane 
Church. 

A £15,000 grant is allowing 
organisers to create the gar¬ 
den behind the church’s 
Whole Life Centre. 

They say it will be available 
for all the community.

A LLANGYNOG woman 
who was a pioneering farmer 
during and after World War 
Two has celebrated her 
108th birthday. 

Noreen Lloyd received a 
letter from Prime Minister 
David Cameron, delivered by 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies, during a celebration 
at her home. 

Her niece Susan Gaisford- 
St Lawrence described her 
aunt, who never married, as 
a ‘remarkable woman’. 

Mrs Gaisford-St Lawrence 
said: “She has a terrific life 
story and she is still going 
strong at 108. In fact a book 
was written about her, 
because she was well 
respected for her expertise in 
breeding and keeping Dexter 
cows. She was born near 
Mold and she lived there with 
her twin sister Iris, her 
mother and a governess. 

“Their father sadly died 
when she was only 12. She 
started farming and devel¬ 
oped an expertise in breeding 
cows. In those days, and this 
was before the war, it was 
rather unusual to have 
women involved in farming 
but she was well respected. 

“She stopped farming to 
join the Wrens during the 
war and afterwards she 
bought a farm in Newbury in 
Berkshire where she began 
breeding Dexters. 

“She worked well into her 
60s and then retired to the 
Shropshire area,” she added.

A GROUP SET up to tackle under-age drinking 
in Oswestry is continuing its battle by launch¬ 
ing a crackdown on false ID used in the town. 

Oswestry Community Alcohol Partnership, Os-CAP, has 
joined forces with Proof of Age Standards Schemes (PASS) to 
encourage pubs and alcohol retailers to check proof of age 
cards. 

Os-CAP members are now supplying proof of age packs for 
pubs and shops in Oswestry to give to young people without 
ID. Retailers will also be asked to take part in the national 
Challenge 25 campaign which requires staff in licensed 
premises to challenge all customers who appear to be under 
25 years old. 

Members of Oswestry Pubwatch will also be talking about 
ID at their next meeting with a representative of Validate UK. 

Chairman of pubwatch, Frank Francis, said he has heard 
youngsters have tried to buy alcohol with false identification 
documents or cards. 

He said: “We get European driving licences, which don’t 
exist, and then we get people trying to use university cards or 
download ID off the internet. There are also novelty cards that 
are designed to look very close to authentic forms of identifi¬ 
cation.” 

Os-CAP involves representatives from Shropshire Council, 
alcohol retailers, pubs and the local community working 
together to educe crime and anti-social behaviour caused by 
under-age drinking. 


Frances Darling, trading 
standards manager for 
Shropshire Council and chair 
of Os-CAP, said:“The change 
to the licensing legislation 
that occurred last year 
t the need to 

actively promote proof of age 
and Challenge 25.” 

Forms of identification 
allowed by Os-CAP will 
include passports, photo dri¬ 
ving licences, PASS accred¬ 
ited proof of age cards and 
Citizencard. 

Shropshire Councillor 
Steve Charmley, said: “Os- 
CAP brings the trade, the 
community, enforcers and 
other partners together to 
tackle the effects of under-age 
drinking in Oswestry.”

Oswestry has had strong connections 
with the Shropshire Yeomanry cavalry unit 
since the 1700s. 

The town’s citizens even played an 
important part in supporting the county’s 
troops during the Boer War when residents 
gathered the then huge sum of £600 to pay 
for a machine gun. 

The Shropshire Yeomanry machine gun 
section, complete with the Oswestry gun, 
sailed from Glasgow in 1900 and was soon 
in action taking part in important engage¬ 
ments, most notably at Rooidam, near Kim¬ 
berley. 

The town’s connection to the Yeomanry 
unit continued for generations and the unit 
had a drill hall in Oswestry until the early 
1990s. 

Bosses at the unit, now part of the Royal 
Mercian and Lancastrian Yeomanry, have 
launched a campaign to re-establish Oswes¬ 
try’s link and encourage town residents to 
consider joining the Territorial Army. A 
series of high profile activities are being 
held and started last Friday with a recruit¬ 
ment drive in Oswestry town centre which 
continued in Willow Street. 

Captain Andy Rhodes said: “Oswestry’s 
link with the Yeomanry dates back hun¬ 
dreds of years and the town has always been 
a proud supporter. We are hoping that that 
connection will lead to more people joining 
the Territorial Army. The Yeomanry is part 
of Oswestry’s history.” 

Captain Nick Trevor said: “Joining the 
Territorial Army brings a huge amount of 
opportunities.” 

Oswestry mayor Cynthia Hawksley said 
she was delighted to see the Territorial 
Army working to increase its profile in 
Oswestry. She said: “I was aware of Oswes¬ 
try’s history with the Yeomanry and it is a 
proud history.”

Treasure hunters dig deep

TWO ROMAN coins, the hilt of an ancient dagger and a 1920 sterling sil¬ 
ver half-crown were among finds unearthed by treasure hunters last 
weekend. 

Almost £1,000 was raised for charity at the rally organised by the Midlands-based Timeline 
Detection Club held in fields off the Knockin Heath to Kinnerley Road. 

More than 100 metal detection enthusiasts flocked to the 75-acre site, close to remains of a 
motte and bailey castle and an iron age fortress, on Saturday and Sunday, some coming from 
as far afield as Scotland, South Wales and Cheltenham. 

Each participant paid to take part in the event and was able to keep their finds because they 
were all individual items and not regarded as treasure trove. 

One of the main organisers was Barry Peplow, 67, from Shrewsbury, who said the money 
raised would be shared between Hope House Children’s Respite Hospice at Morda, Oswestry, 
and an animal rescue charity based in West Bromwich that is run and largely financed by one 
person. 

“We had to turn a couple of people away because they didn’t have public liability insurance 
which only costs £8 a year, but otherwise it was a really good event. Everyone seemed to enjoy 
it and I would like to thank the farmer, Mr Warner, for allowing us on to his land,” he said. 

He said he would also like to thank local butchers and suppliers for providing sausages and 
burgers for the barbecue. 

Finds throughout the event included two rare gold Roman denarii, found separately by dif¬ 
ferent people, part of a Roman dagger hilt, an Elizabeth I shilling dating from the 1500s and 

a 1920 half-crown. 

“We had a array of really 
nice finds going back about 
2,000 years and up to mod¬ 
ern times, although there 
was nothing of any great 
value,” added Mr Peplow. 

A metal dectector enthu¬ 
siast for the past 10 years, 
Mr Peplow said rallies like 
last weekend’s were very 
popular and raised a lot of 
money for charity. 

“We off er each landowner 
money for going on his land 
but quite often they donate 
that to the chosen charity,” 
he said.

Cancer patients have fears 
over ward merger scheme 


CANCER PATIENTS from Mid Wales 
are worried their standard of treat¬ 
ment will be affected if plans to 
reduce the number of beds go ahead 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.

THE EDUCATION min¬ 
ister is being asked to act 
swiftly to settle the future 
of a school in St Martins. 

Ifton Heath Primary 
School has applied for 
Academy status to stave 
off its proposed closure by 
Shropshire Council. 

The decision on grant¬ 
ing Academy status rests 
with the secretary of state 
for education, Michael 
Gove, and North Shrop¬ 
shire MP, Owen Paterson, 
said he would be contact¬ 
ing Mr Gove to cadi for an 
urgent decision on the 
application. 

He said the decision 
would affect the future of 
education across the vil¬ 
lage between Ellesmere 
and Oswestry and further 
afield. 

Mr Paterson says St 
Martins’ secondary school 
Rhyn Park is in limbo not 
knowing whether it will 
be part of a new all-age 
school or will have to fight 
for its survival in future 
years. 

Shropshire Council has 
voted to create an all- 
through school for chil¬ 
dren aged between three 
and 16 in St Martins, on 
the site of the current 
Rhyn Park Secondary 
School. 

It will mean the closure 
of the Ifton Heath Pri¬ 
mary School site on the 
other side of the village. 

Governors at the pri¬ 
mary school now want it 
to be given the academy 
status which would take it 
out of the local authority 
and would allow the 
school to be responsible 
for its own budget.

Holy Trinity C of E Primary School was formed in September 2009 following the amalgamation of 
Oswestry Infant School and Beech Grove C of E Junior School. Following an extensive building 
and refurbishment programme lasting over a year, the school was officially opened by the Rt Revd 
Mark Rylands, Bishop of Shrewsbury on Tuesday 27th September 2011. 


The school can accommodate 350 pupils from Reception to Year 6 with additional Nursery provision for 
64 children. The Holy Trinity site also has a Sure Start Children’s Centre for children aged 0-3 which works 
closely with our Nursery ensuring a smooth transition into school. Our Foundation Stage, comprising 
Nursery and Reception Classes, was judged to be good in all aspects by Ofsted during the recent 
inspection (May 2011): 

Children make a good start in the Early Years Foundation Stage. Parents are overwhelmingly 
pleased with the provision, saying how happy their children are. 

Our Mission Statement states: Holy Trinity is a school built on 
Christian values where we aim to raise aspirations through our 
positive ethos, valuing and respecting each other. In our recent 
Statutory Inspection of Anglican Schools Report (July 2011) the 
inspector wrote: 

Christian values, as identified in the Mission Statement, 
are now embedded across the whole school enabling Holy 
Trinity to be a truly cohesive school that serves its 
community effectively. 

The Ofsted inspectors agreed in their report: 

The school has developed a curriculum that successfully 
teaches pupils how to be caring and responsible members 
of society. Pupils are polite, respectful and behave well. 
Pupils point to how well they help and get on with one 
another and say that there is always an adult to turn to for 
help. Parents and carers agree with their children’s views 
and praise the school for keeping their children safe. 

The two existing school buildings have been completely 


refurbished in order to provide 
excellent facilities for teaching and 
learning. In addition to the modern 
classrooms there are a number of 
specialist rooms including a 
Library, Food Technology Room, 

Music Room, Art & Design 
Technology Room and two 
Nurture Rooms (The Rainbow Room and Noah’s Ark) where additional support can be provided for 
children. A new block, including the Main Entrance, has been built to connect the existing buildings 
together. We are also fortunate to have beautiful, extensive grounds. We have achieved Gold Awards for 
many years in the Best Kept School category of Oswestry in Bloom and for the last four years have won 
the Outstanding Achievement by Young People category. This is due to staff and children working together 
and sharing a pride in the school. 

During the last two years Holy Trinity has firmly established itself as a primary school within the school 
community of which children, parents and staff feel proud. This was supported by Ofsted: 

The Headteacher and his deputy have been successful in developing a good team spirit among 
staff, whose morale is high and who feel proud to work at the school. 

Parents and carers are understandably pleased with how smoothly the amalgamation has been 
managed. 

The final word, though, belongs to the children. This is what they told the SI AS inspector: 

It’s great being a big school. We all get on well and I like helping out in the Infants’ playground. 

This school is a really good school. Teachers spend a lot of time talking to us about how to sort 
out problems and worries. We are expected to help each other and respect each other and that 
really does happen.

Securing safe and sustainable services for 


As you may have heard, there will be some changes 
to the services that are provided at the Royal 
Shrewsbury and Princess Royal hospitals over the 
next couple of years. I hope this article will explain 
the reasons why we need to make these changes 
and what this will mean for you. 

I am absolutely committed to ensuring that we offer 
the best possible health services for the communities 
we serve. I understand that any change to our health 
services will be worrying for people. But, as I am sure 
you would agree, the most important thing is that 
we continue to provide high quality, safe hospital 
services for whenever you or your family need them. 
This is exactly why we are making these changes. 

The two main changes will be: 

The Princess Royal Hospital (PRH) in Telford will 
become the main base for women who need 


consultant-led maternity services, children who need to 
stay overnight and for inpatient head and neck services. 

The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital (RSH) will become 
the main base for patients who are having general 
surgery and need to stay in hospital overnight. It will 
also continue to be our main centre for adult cancer 
services, which will be strengthened by our new £5m 
cancer and haematology centre development. 

Despite these changes, I can reassure you that the vast 
majority of our patients they will continue to go to 
the same hospital as they do now. Out of the almost 
700,000 contacts we have with patients each year, 
over 98% will still be delivered in the same hospital as 
now. Please see the table below for a full list of what 
will stay the same, what will change and when. 

I really would welcome your comments and 
feedback on our latest plans for these changes 
(called the'Outline Business Case') which I am 


pleased to say have just been approved by the 
Strategic Health Authority Board.The plans and all 
supporting information are available on our website 
www.sath.nhs/future 

I am keen that as many people as possible are 
involved in shaping the future of our local hospital 
services.

A Children's Assessment Unit (PAU) will 
continue to assess and treat children at both 
hospitals. 

Changes are expected to be in 
place during 2014. 

Maternity services 

Any woman who needs a consultant-led 
delivery will give birth at the PRH.This 
includes women who are expecting 
twins, women with diabetes, women 
who have had previous caesareans, 
women whose babies are in the breech 
position or women whose babies are 
premature. 

Women will still be able to receive all their 
ante-natal care and choose to give birth at our 
midwifery-led units at RSH and PRH or at one 
of our three community midwifery-led units at 
Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Oswestry. Women can 
also still choose to have their baby at home. 

Changes are expected to be in 
place during 2014. 

Gynaecology services 

Gynaecology inpatient services will 
move to PRH to be alongside women 
and children's sen/ices. 

Outpatient appointments and day cases will 
remain at both hospitals.

Why change? 

There are three main reasons why we need 
to make changes to our hospital services:

For those people who will be affected by the changes, 
we are exploring the idea of a shuttle bus which will take patients, carers and visitors between 
hospital sites. We are also working hard with the Ambulance Trusts to reduce the impact a longer 
journey may have for some patients and their families.

Out of hours, most children access our services via their GP or by ambulance. In future, when the PAU at 
Shrewsbury is closed, you will be directed or taken to the children's unit at PRH (or, as now, taken straight to a 
specialist children's hospital such as Birmingham). 

But, if the PAU is closed and you do arrive at Shrewsbury then your child will be quickly seen by staff in A&E and 
either treated and sent home or safely transferred to Telford if they need to stay overnight.

We are working with parents and families of the Rainbow Unit to ensure that the new facilities 
inTelford will be even better for patients. 

We will also ensure that a personalised care plan is put in place for all children and their families 
who use these specialist services, so that they have information and confidence during these 
changes.

Youth cafe wins more 
support for its work

WORKERS AT Oswestry Youth Cafe have been 
commended for their work in trying to address 
anti-social behaviour problems. 

Town councillors said a new project run by the cafe’s staff 
and volunteers had helped tackle some of the issues and prob¬ 
lems created by youngsters. 

The pilot project has seen youth workers walk the streets of 
Oswestry on Saturday nights to combat under-age drinkers 
and the anti-social behaviour it brings. 

Teenagers are invited back to Oswestry Youth Cafe for free 
food and entertainment. 

Outreach workers from the cafe are leading the project 
which sees them take to the streets and go to meeting places 
often popular with youngsters from 6pm to 10pm every Sat¬ 
urday. They advise the teenagers about the dangers of drink¬ 
ing and explain how the community is affected by anti-social 
behaviour. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said: “They have a couple of peo¬ 
ple who are going out in the evening and talking to younger 
people. They are encouraging the young people to attend the 
youth cafe and it is a diversionary activity to drinking.” 

He said the town’s Sainsbury’s store was helping the cafe 
by contributing food. 

Councillor Elaine Channon presented a report on the work 
of the youth cafe to the town council’s amenities committee. 

She said the cafe had launched healthy lifestyle sessions for 
older teenagers and volunteers were still needed for Thursday 
evenings for the new arts and crafts session. 

Councillor Channon said firms in the town were supporting 
the cafe by having collecting 
tins on their premises. 

She said: “Money from col¬ 
lecting tins from retail cen¬ 
tres has started coming in 
and there is £30 so far. 

“Cartridge World has 
joined the scheme and has 
also donated a printer in addi¬ 
tion to ink which they already 
donate. 

“The new toyshop Marcher 
Toys has also joined the list, 
making nine tins in all. 

“I think thanks should be 
expressed to all the hard¬ 
working staff and volunteers 
for the time and effort they 
put in to make the youth cafe 
a safe environment for young 
people and a place they want 
to use.”

MORE INDUSTRIAL land could 
soon be developed around 
Oswestry to help businesses beat 
the economic downturn, it has 
been revealed. 

And work is also being carried out to pro¬ 
vide larger industrial units to help accom¬ 
modate the town’s growing firms, 
Shropshire Council leader Keith Barrow 
said. 

He was speaking at a town council meet¬ 
ing and said some firms needed larger 
premises despite the current financial crisis, 
and economic development experts at the 
unitary authority were working to meet that 
need. 

He said: “There are lots of things going on. 
We have seen the success of the Maesbury 
Road industrial estate but a lot of businesses 
may be at a point where they need to expand 
to larger sites. 

“We are looking at how we can help them 
through that move. 

“We are looking at other sites to open up 
for industrial land. 

“We are looking for larger units to allow 
business somewhere to expand for new busi¬ 
nesses to fill up the premises that have been 
vacated.” 

Councillor Barrow said the council was 
also investigating countywide solutions to 


help business. He said: “We are looking at 
very creative ideas on how we can invest in 
industry and projects which help get busi¬ 
nesses get funding at a reasonable rate. 

“One of my own thoughts is why don’t we 
set up our own enterprise zone in Shrop¬ 
shire.” 

Councillor Barrow attended last night’s 
meeting to update town councillors on the 
Market Towns Revitalisation Programme, 
which provides funding for economic devel¬ 
opment projects. 

Councillors heard several projects, such as 
the revamp of the Powis Hall indoor market 
and the redevelopment of Oswestry Show- 
ground, had already won money while oth¬ 
ers, including a plan to provide a monorail in 
the town, were still being considered. 

He said: “The Market Towns Revitalisa¬ 
tion Programme is important because it is 
tying the money into job creation. 

“We all see the news and it is depressing. 
This programme is about job creation and 
economic development. 

“Quite frankly the government has come 
to the conclusion the recovery will be driven 
by small business and I agree. We have lots 
of entrepreneurs in Shropshire and we look 
at each project that comes forward as part of 
the revitalisation programme to see if they 
deliver on jobs and improve the economy. We 
have had some great ideas.” 


B&B investment planned 


A £75,000 INVESTMENT programme 
aimed at addressing Oswestry’s shortage 
of bed and breakfasts could be launched 
next month, councillors have heard. 

The programme, which will see grants of 
up to £5,000 being made available to B&Bs 
in Oswestry to help them improve their 
facilities and increase the number of 
rooms, will be administered by Oswestry 
Town Council. 

The cash has been made available from 
Shropshire Council’s Market Towns 


Revitalisation Programme. 

A report to Oswestry town councillors 
warned the shortage of bed and breakfast 
accommodation in Oswestry is “restricting” 
overnight stays in the town and has become 
a particular concern for tourist bosses. 

Oswestry has only five inspected bed and 
breakfasts, the report revealed. 

Councillors noted the progress of the pro¬ 
gramme and town clerk David Preston said 
the programme may be launched as early as 
November. 


Member 
of 'gang' 
is given 
jail term 

A 36-YEAR-OLD Ellesmere 
man who was part of a gang 
which stole a £27,000 haul 
including a caravan and 
quad bike in rural night¬ 
time raids has been jailed for 
three years. 

Robert Tebay, of Smith- 
field Way, Ellesmere, was 
part of a group which tar¬ 
geted properties in the 
Oswestry and Shrewsbury 
areas this year. 

The gang’s operations 
were described as ‘profes¬ 
sional burglaries’ at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court. 

The court was told the 
group’s activities were 
exposed by CCTV footage 
showing a convoy of vehicles 
towing a caravan towards 
Oswestry. 

Tebay had previously 
admitted four counts of bur¬ 
glary relating to a raid at 
Mile House Farm in Oswes¬ 
try between February 12 
and 15 and one count of theft 
for an incident at Broughton 
Cottages, near Shrewsbury, 
on March 2, and was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in 
prison. 

The court was told Tebay 
was part of a gang which car¬ 
ried out the crime, but was 
not the main organiser. 

Mr Andrew Holland, for 
Tebay, said: “He has been 
easily led. The financial gain 
he made was minimal.” 

Judge Robin Onions said: 
“You are not a man of good 
character. 

“You have been offending 
now for somewhere in the 
region of 22 years. 

“I accept you were not the 
main organiser and didn’t 
provide the vehicles. 

“But the aggravating fea¬ 
tures are clear.”

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Former doctor’s surgery is 
now a lovely family home 


Cilhaul, a listed former doctor’s surgery dating back to 
1816, sympathetically extended to retain its original 
charm, is on sale with Norman Lloyd for £285,000. 

The property is in Oak Lane, Guilsfield, within the vil¬ 
lage conservation area. 

The property includes four bedrooms and has a gas 
fired central heating system and double glazed win¬ 
dows with solid oak frames.

On the ground floor, the original portico opens into 
the hallway, which in turn opens through to the din¬ 
ing room.

Marvellous journey 
for a simple supper 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with 

Ben Waddams 


AS I was tucking into my fish and chips last 
night, watching the house sparrows demolish 
my latest offering of seeds and grain, I was 
dimly aware that one of the most impressive 
feats undertaken in the natural world was 
lying below my knife and fork. 

I did not, I hasten to add, divulge the complexities of the 
process by which this happens to my dining partner, my 
fiancee, for fear of shattering our existing engagement, but 
I would like to safely do so here. 

The unfortunate creature garnishing my peas and chips, 
was a plaice. Plaice are, as everyone who has cooked or eaten 
one knows, flatfish. Or are they? Well they certainly are by 
the time they arrive on our supermarket shelves and fish¬ 
monger’s ice, but they do not begin life that way. 

At this time of year, a different salt water fish is leaving 
the oceans and travelling up our rivers to reach their spawn¬ 
ing grounds. They are, of course, salmon. Salmon not only 
undergo the rigours of the British river systems, but the 
males in particular experience a physical transformation. 

They exude a bright red colouration to their skin - battle 
colours; and they grow a long protuberance on their snout, 
called a kype. The kype acts as a weapon and demonstrates 
to the females that the males are in top breeding condition. 
What is so remarkable is that the kype is made out of bone. 
The fish literally add significantly to their skeletal structure 
in a matter of weeks. 

Some people argue that speciation and evolution could 
not possibly create small-scale changes in creatures’ physi¬ 
cal make up, let alone large-scale changes as seen in the 
salmon. 

But I digress, back to fish and chips. The plaice’s life- 
story, like the salmon’s, involves huge physical changes 
over a very short space of time. The ancestors of flatfish 
swam, like most other kinds of fish, through a vertical plane 
of water, as our goldfish do today. At some point in history, 
a niche was discovered on the sea bed and the ancient flat¬ 
fishes placed their sides on the sand and began swimming 
and feeding on a horizontal plane. 

This meant however that one eye was looking down at the 
sand and when food and danger came from in front and

above, it was a liability to waste an eye looking below at 
nothing. So the plaice moved its other eye up in its skull and 
placed on top next to the other one; just like that. Sound 
unbelievable? 

Well, this transformation is not something we can see in fos¬ 
sil records, but something that happens in front of our eyes. 
Young plaice start life looking like any other normal fish, 
swimming about eating and growing. 

After a few weeks their bodies become deeper and their eyes 
become slightly lop-sided. Soon they themselves become lop¬ 
sided and then begin to swim at angle until they arrive at a 
slant similar to that of the ocean floor, that is to say, more or 
less flat. 

Soon thereafter, their right eye, which is still pointing down¬ 
wards, moves up, around and on top of the fish’s head joining 
the other. A marvellous transformation, I’m sure you’ll agree. 

As I write this and the house sparrows continue to squabble 
for the seed outside my window, a thought has crossed my mind 
- isn’t it lovely that, when you come to think of it, many species 
we observe today, exhibit their evolutionary habits through a 
single life time. The flatfish is one of the best examples, but 
how about a crawling, walking fledgling bird, realising that 
flight is the best option for it. Or perhaps a young aquatic newt, 
realising that it ought to think about leaving the water, grow¬ 
ing lungs and walking onto dry land. Or ourselves; from a 
crawling, scampering toddler to upright adult. 

As usual... just a thought. 

It’s show time again! Come and see a major exhibition of 
wildlife art at Willington Hall, Tarporley, featuring Ben and 
fellow professional wildlife artists from October 22-30.

CHELSEA RISE 
& RECLINE 
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Junction safety still a 
priority for councillor

A ROAD SAFETY campaigner 
says he is “very surprised” that 
new crash data indicates there 
have been no injury accidents at a 
busy Oswestry junction. 

And town councillor Gareth Jones said he 
would keep up the pressure to push for traf¬ 
fic lights at the Middleton Road/Salop Road 
junction. 

According to the crashmap.co.uk website 
there have been no fatal, serious or slight 
injury accidents at the junction in the last 
five years, although there has been several 
accidents on roads near the junction. 

CrashMap uses data collected by the 
police about road traffic crashes occurring 
on British roads where someone is injured. 

This data is approved by the National Sta¬ 
tistics Authority and reported on by the 
Department for Transport each year. 

Councillor Jones said he was “amazed” at 
the data. 

He said: “I am very surprised because 
everyone knows that junction is bad and 
that is why we have been calling for 
improvements there for so long. 

“I am amazed really because I know peo¬ 
ple who don’t even use it because it is so haz¬ 
ardous. 

“I seldom use it and only use it if I am 
going left to the garage for fuel. 

“I would never try to turn right because it 


is so hazardous. The data is talking about 
injury accidents. That means bumps and 
small crashes might not be recorded so the 
true picture might be different. 

“It is a problem. At one time we were just 
days away from having the work start to 
improve it and then Shropshire Council 
announced it would not be carrying out the 
work. 

“They would not have said they were 
doing the work unless that junction was 
dangerous.” 

Two years ago a £180,000 scheme was due 
to begin but Shropshire Council shelved the 
project because of concerns about how 
Oswestry’s proposed new supermarket 
would affect traffic flow in the area. 

Concerns 

The decision infuriated road campaigners 
who felt they had been promised the work 
would be down. 

Oswestry Town Council wrote to the 
Department of Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment with its concerns. 

But it was told the Government would not 
intervene because responsibility for the 
safety and free flow of traffic on local high¬ 
ways in Oswestry rested with Shropshire 
Council. 

Councillor Jones added: “The decision 
was very disappointing. 

“We will keep fighting for safety improve¬ 
ments.” 


Half term library fun 


Action on 
shortage 
of B&B 
rooms 

A £75,000 INVESTMENT 
programme aimed at 
addressing Oswestry’s 
shortage of bed and break¬ 
fast accommodation could 
be launched next month, 
councillors have heard. 

The programme, which 
will see grants of up to 
£5,000 being made avail¬ 
able to B&Bs in Oswestry 
to help them improve their 
facilities and increase the 
number of rooms, will be 
administered by Oswestry 
Town Council. 

The cash has been made 
available from Shropshire 
Council’s Market Towns 
Revitalisation Programme. 

A report to Oswestry 
town councillors warned 
the shortage of bed and 
breakfast accommodation 
in Oswestry is “restricting” 
overnight stays in the town 
and has become a particu¬ 
lar concern for tourist 
bosses. 

Oswestry has only five 
inspected bed and break¬ 
fasts, the report revealed. 

Councillors noted the 
progress of the programme 
and town clerk David Pre¬ 
ston said the programme 
may be launched as early as 
November.

Postcard peek into town's past

SALLY-ANNE RICHARDS is a 
prolific collector of postcards 
featuring views from the Welsh 
border area and this week 
she’s letting us have a sneak 
peek at some of her latest 
acquisitions. 

We’re going to dip in to bring you two 
views - and a puzzle. 

The first two postcards both take us 
back to Welshpool many moons ago but, 
as it happens, if you go to the same view¬ 
points today, you should not have too 
much trouble identifying the main build¬ 
ings, most of which survive. 

Our first is Berriew Road, on the 
approaches to the town centre, and while 
it was franked in Welshpool on Septem¬ 
ber 1933, it looks as if the photo was 
taken quite a while before that date. 

The handwriting is a bit of a scrawl, 
but we’ll do our best with the ungram¬ 
matical message on the back, which 
reads something like: “We are just off to 
Harold after dinner. Just a PC to let you 
know that we got back safe in exactly the 
two hours a nice run and we got your PC. 

“Let us know some time if you got our 
(sic) as we sent (sic). Glad to say all well. 
Frakey (? illegible) was out as usual I did 
not see her but I left the things there. 
Love from Lapy (? illegible).” 

At least the address is easy to read - 
Mrs W Davenport, 27 Sedgley Road, Tip- 
ton, Staffs. 

Now we travel along the same road a

bit further towards the town centre and, 
as it happens, a bit further back in time 
as we are now in Berriew Street as seen 
in a postcard which was franked in the 
town on May 22, 1904. 

Working along the street on the left, it 
says on the facade “Best Ales, Wines & 
Spirits”, and then there is a hanging sign 
for E. Jones tobacco and cigars, then a 
sign for Reed’s Commercial Hotel. 

On the right the first sign is for 
Farmer ironmonger, oil and seedman, 
next is for Pugh builder. 

The message was simply “Arrived 
safely, Harry.” 

The addressee is almost illegible, but 


we’ll have a bash... here goes: Mr (or 
Mrs) S. Gugs (?), Roseville, Brades (?), 
Oldbury, B’ham. 

Lastly, we have a little puzzle for you. 
This postcard has the words “County 
Times, Welshpool” written on the front, 
but on close inspection the building has 
a notice saying “Peniarth Arms Hotel.” 

Your mission, if you choose to accept 
it, is to identify the exact location. 

We didn’t know, but managed a posi¬ 
tive identification through a bit of inter¬ 
net searching. 

So you should be able to manage it too. 
The only clue we’ll give you is that this 
building is not in Welshpool.

Suggestion to co-opt young 
people onto the town council 


TEENAGERS MAY soon be given a 
seat on Oswestry Town Council as part 
of a plan to get youngsters more inter¬ 
ested in civic life. 

The suggestion has been made by 
Councillor Martin Bennett who said 
several other councils, including 
Welshpool Town Council, were consid¬ 
ering the move. 

The initiative was sparked after 
councillors heard there had been a poor 
turnout for recent meetings of Oswes¬ 
try Youth Council. 

In June only one Oswestry School 
pupil, two Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College students and two mem¬ 
bers of Oswestry Youth Cafe attended. 

The attendance was even worse at a 
meeting last month when only two 


Oswestry School pupils and one college 
student attended. 

A report from town council facilities 
manager Glenys Davies said a meeting 
on September 22 was better attended 
but the poor turnout in recent months 
had been a problem. 

She said: “Due to the sporadic atten¬ 
dance the development of the youth 
council has been impossible and valu¬ 
able time has been taken up at meet¬ 
ings with promotion trying to 
encourage interest especially at the 
Marches School. 

“It has become obvious that the 
work of the Youth Council will have to 
be concentrated into the autumn and 
spring terms, as soon as the exams 
start in May it is difficult for the stu¬ 


dents to commit to meetings. 

“The councillors remain committed 
to staging some kind of charity event.” 

Councillor Bennett said co-opting a 
youth councillor on to the full town 
council could help encourage young¬ 
sters to join up. 

He said: “I wonder if it would be pos¬ 
sible to consider co-opting a youth 
councillor to this council. They would 
take part in most of our discussions.” 

Town clerk David Preston said it 
would be possible to have youth coun¬ 
cillors serve on the full council as long 
as the proper terms and conditions 
were set out. 

The council agreed to ask Mr Pre¬ 
ston to look at the suggestion and come 
back with a report in the future.

Brave choice pays off 
for fitness trainer Abi 



TWO YEARS ago an Oswestry 
woman made the brave deci¬ 
sion to put down her pen and 
start a new fitness venture to 
inspire and help people on the 
Shropshire/Wales border. 

Abi Bates, 23 years old, moved to Pant 
when she was seven years old and 
describes herself as a ‘Shropshire Lass’. 

She has always had a strong interest 
in Shropshire and its people and for 
three years she was a local journalist 
reporting on the county’s events. 

But aged 21-years-old she made the 
decision to change her career and follow 
her love of fitness by setting up classes in 
the area which are now proving to be 
popular. 

Abi first started working for newspa¬ 
pers when she was 18 years-old after 
studying at Bryn Offa Primary School, 
The Marches School, in Oswestry and 
Walford and North Shropshire College. 

She said: “After leaving school I went 
to work for a local newspaper and the 
Shropshire Star. 

“I always liked English and it was my 
favourite subject at school. That is why I 
decided to be a journalist.” 

But although she enjoyed writing she 
realised her love of being active became 
a stronger passion in her life. After care¬ 
ful thought she took the plunge and 
stepped away from her reporting career 
to set up fitness classes. 

She said: “I decided I wanted to set up 
my own classed and teach freelance.” 

Abi discovered her love of fitness after 
joining a gym at college. 

“When I was younger I hated PE, ” she 
said. “But then when I joined the gym I 
decided I did enjoy sport and exercise.

“I then joined the Oswestry Olympian 
running club and have done a number of 
half marathons.” 

One marathon event close to Abi’s 
heart was when she ran in the Chester 
Marathon to raise money for Leukaemia 
and Lymphoma Research for her uncle 
had been diagnosed with Myelofibrosis 
which is similar to Leukaemia. 

She began training as an exercise to 
music teacher before setting up classes 
for people living in and around Pant. 

“It was scary,” she said. “I didn’t 
know if anyone would turn up to the first 
class. But more than 20 people came. 

“I encourage people who attend my 
classes and build them up. I celebrate 
people’s achievements and progress. 

“People also tell me that they have 
lost weight and toned up and feel better. 
Some have lost a lot of weight and felt 
better about themselves. 

“I try and learn a little bit about every¬ 
one. The classes are a sociable event and 
friendly. I feel it is very important to 


make people welcome and celebrate 
everyone’s achievements.” 

Abi said the career change to fitness 
classes has given her more confidence 
and believes if people have a dream they 
should go for it. 

She said: “My advice to people would 
be to just go for it. The main piece of 
advice is to be really organised, advertise 
lots and be friendly and not be intimi¬ 
dated. I think that you’ll regret it if you 
don’t try it.” 

This year Abi is helping people warm 
up for year’s Hope House Children’s 
Hospice House fundraising Santa Run 
on December 4. 

To join Abi’s classes turn up to Pant 
Village Hall on Monday from 6pm for 
Aerobics or 7pm Dancercise and Oswes¬ 
try Memorial Hall on Wednesday Nights 
from 6pm for Dancercise and 7pm for 
Box Fit.

I think the language is 
important and I think it also gives 
you more opportunities when you 
get older.” 

Time for a quick lesson from 
the mums in Welsh how’d-you- 
do-ing. 



“Most people here are elderly, 
and in my case a good deal more 
than elderly, but everyone in the 
street is amicable. 

“It takes me half an hour to 
walk up the main road because 
people you meet all stop and talk. 
But that is good.”

“I have been doing this for 20 
years,” says Jess. 

“I like the job - you are your 
own boss.

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Luxurious new Bentley 
roars into the fast lane 


IT’S only when you go barrelling into 
a turn faster than you really should in 
Bentley’s Continental GTC that you 
realise what an accomplished piece 
of kit it is. 

After leaning hard on the brakes to scrub off 
speed, the steering remains accurate, commu¬ 
nicative and uncorrupted by the sudden change 
in direction and the presence of any mid-corner 
bumps. 

For many this won’t be the stereotypical image 
of a Bentley experience, though. Wafting along at 
a refined pace is the usual cliche, but since the 
arrival of the ‘new’ Bentley range under the Volk¬ 
swagen Group’s stewardship, unashamed perfor¬ 
mance and driver involvement have been key 
elements of the brand’s philosophy. 

And this second-generation Continental GTC 
is yet another good example of Bentley’s confi¬ 


dence in its approach to making super-luxury 
cars. 

A new look inside and out to compliment the 
firm’s flagship Mulsanne saloon is matched by a 
thorough revision of suspension, transmission 
and engine performance. 

Like the Continental GT coupe, the GTC drop- 
top boasts crisp exterior lines and fuss-free sheet- 
metal - much of it crafted using the latest 
manufacturing technology. 

Unlike the coupe it also boasts a large fabric 
folding roof that can be operated on the move and 
stows neatly behind the car’s second row of seats. 

The four-seat GTC is not a small car, but now 
it has a wider track fore and aft to bolster its 
maker’s claims of an improved driving experi¬ 
ence. 

Revised suspension components, retuned 
steering and a 40:60 power bias to the rear (pre¬ 
viously 50:50) and a faster responding auto gear¬ 



box all result in a more agile car despite its size. 
At the GTC’s core is Bentley’s familiar 6.0-litre 
12-cylinder turbo petrol engine, with power going 
to all four wheels through a six-speed auto gear¬ 
box. 

Power has been upped slightly to 567bhp, while 
the engine’s prodigious 5161b/ft of torque is what 
really impresses when out on the open road, and 
is a major reason behind the car’s astonishing 4.5 
second zero to 60mph time. 

Sprinting duties aside, you also notice the 
snappy nature of the GTC’s gearbox, which is 
more responsive than of old and a beneficiary of 
technology found in the previous generation 
Supersports variant. 

The changes to the car’s suspension, steering 
and track also add genuine value to the experi¬ 
ence, with the car delivering a more engaging 
experience when you’re in the mood to press on 
and better able to cope with road surface imper¬ 
fections around town. 

Mind you, with the GTC’s plush fabric roof up 
you’ll struggle to hear much when sat in the car’s 
supportive leather chairs. 

Urgent 

The overall experience is so good thanks to 
acoustic glass for the windows and better sound¬ 
proofing that all you can hear is the distant bur¬ 
ble from the exhaust. That’s a good thing if you 
want take it easy. 

Drop the roof and the situation changes; the 
exhaust’s tone becomes more urgent and it’s easy 
to hear the cackle and rumble when you lift off 
the throttle. 

You’re still pretty well insulated from the ele¬ 
ments, though. With the windows up and the 
wind deflector in place - do this and you will lose 
the rear seat space, however - and fast motorway 
driving is never a chore, plus you can still hold a 
civilised conversation.

It’s also pioneering tech¬ 
nologies and processes that 
will eventually find their 
way into other Volkswagen 
Group cars, which is all the 
proof you need that it and its 
new GTC have a long and 
productive future.
